Product Reported for 
Sale Here at $6 a Case. 
Release of Youths at 
Marietta Sought. 


Two more cities Wednesday joined 
the swelling list of Georgia municipali- 
ties approving the legalization of sale 
of 3.2 per cent beer as the beverage 
was sold openly in violation of the 
law in scores of other places and ad- 


ditional cities were preparing to act 
on ordinances taxing the brew. 

Also it was reliably reported Thurs- 
day that a beer bootlegger was in 
the rotunda of the state capitol tak- 
ing orders for his produet which was 
to be had for $6 a ease. The beer 
was said to have cost $3.05 in Cin- 
cinnati. Just how much was sold 
could not be learned, but it was said 
that the purveyor was ready to take 
orders from all and sundry. . 

One sale was said to have been 
made for a case of beer in the capi- 
tol. 

The two new cities to join Geor- 
gia’s rapidly growing beer parade 
were Lincolnton and BDatonton, the 
city councils of these places pass- 
ing ordinances to tax the beverage. 
Other cities in which beer has been 
legalized are Savannah, Savannah 
Beach, Alma, Thunderbolt, Douglas 
and Vidalia. In Dalton, a petition 
urging the city council to legalize 
beer was receiving scores of signers. 
In Augusta and Valdosta and other 
cities on or near borders of beer 
states the brew was being dispensed 
freely at soda fountains and restau- 
rants. Atlanta and East Point coun- 
cils were among these preparing to 
take up legalization measures at their 
next session. 

Another Georgie city, Avondale Es- 
tates, is already clothed with power 
to license and tax beer, wine, beer 
gardens, wine gardens, brewers, dram 
shops and distillers. The 1926 char- 
ter contained a clause providing for 
taxing such beverages and enterprises 
but no local legislative act can re- 
peal uniform atatewide legislation. 

Meanwhile, the first legal battle 
growing out of the beer situation con- 
tinued to attraet attention, the attor- 
ney for two youths jailed Wednesday 
at Marietta when they were caught 
with a truckload of beer petitioning 
for their release on a habeas corpus 
writ. 

The attorney, L. M. Blair, appeared 
hefore Judge J. H. Hawkins in Cobb 
superior court and asked freedom for 
the two men, Glenn Marler and Harry 
Gordon. Judge Hawkins set the pe- 
tition for hearing at 10 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. The two youths are 
being held on $100 bail. Sheriff E. M. 
Legg said that if the case was not 
disposed of before that time it would 
he taken up by the county grand jury 
next month, q

Protests To Be Heard on 
Changes at Two-Day

Reorganization of the state univer- 
sity system in process almost a year, 
is to be completed today and Satur-

ALLOTMENT MOVE 
70 ALLOW BUYIN 


Farm Relief Measure 
Will Not Be Put Into 
Operation at Once. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—()— 
Secretary “Wallace will give con- 
sumers “full opportunity” to buy a 
head before policies aiming to boost 
farm prices back to pre-war levels 
are put into effect. 

This assurance came today from the 
Iowan as he decided to issue the first 
calls for commodity conferences to- 
morrow afternoon within a few hours 
after President Roosevelt approves 
the farm emergency act. 

Weather—the nemesis of many an 
agricultural operation-—today staved 
off executive approval of the bill. 
Speaker Rainey, who must sign the 
measure before it goes to the White 
House, was unable to return to Wash- 
ington from Columbus, Ohio, because 
of weather which grounded airplanes 
there. 

To Be Signed Today. 


The house will meet briefly tomor- 
row for him to sign the measure. It 
will be sped to the White House where 
Wallace, Henry Morgenthau Jr., gov- 
ernor-designate of the farm credit ad- 
ministration, and other key men in 
the administration agricultural pro- 
gram will be present for the signing 
ceremony. 

Included in the bill are provisions 
for the refinancing of farm mort- 
gages. It will take some time to set 
up the mechanism to handle this and 
the president intends to issue a state- 
ment at the time he affixes his signa- 
ture urging mortgage holders and 
debtors to be patient while the pre- 
liminary work is being done. 

The first commodity conferences 
will be of gn exploratory nature. Pro- 
ducers, proceséors, handlers and farm 
expérts will discuss relief programs in 
turn for each of the basic commodi- 
ties—wheat, cotton, corn, hogs, to- 
bacco, rice and dairy products. 

Conferences Next Week. 

The first of these conferences will 
be held next week with plans to space 
them at two to three-day intervals. 
Wheat, cotton, corn, hogs and dairy 
products are scheduled for first .at- 
tention, probably in that order. Plans 
for consideration of dairy products 
have been pushed ahead because of 
the serious problems of the industry 
in New York, Wisconsin and other 
states. 

From these conferences, Wallace 
hopes to obtain informal agreements 
on the method of procedure for at- 
tacking the problems of each. Then 
formal commodity meetings will be 
called at which representatives of 
processors, producers, handlers and 
consumers will be formed into com- 
modity councils. 

Each group entitled to representa- 
tion is to have one spokesman who is 
to be armed with full authority to 
draw up trade agreements and to 
agree upon the use of processing taxes 
if the use of such a tax is believed 
essential. 

Consumers will have the opportu- 
nity of protesting any program which 
might be regarded as opposed to their 
interest. Wallace believes that ap- 
plication of the program should come 
“gradually” in. order te prevent any 
sudden and upward sweep in the cost 
of living.

Gaston B. Means, enjoying a brief va- 
cation from Atlanta penitentiary, loll- 
ed in the witness chair in district su- 
preme court today and told a tale of 
the Lindbergh kidnaping that was as 
astounding as his own story-book ca- 
reer, 

From the fast-flowing narrative 
that fascinated a courtroom thick with 
spectators, two statements of Means 
glared out. They were: 

That he knew the two men who kid- 
naped the Lindbergh baby and left it 
dead on the wooded slopes of New 
Jersey's Sourland mountain. 

That the men had intended to kid- 
=p Lindbergh and hold him for $500,- 
ransom. 

Means went to the stand in his 
own defense, seeking to disprove the 
charge that he had conspired with 
Norman T. Whittaker to defraud Mrs. 
Evalyn Walsh McLean of $35,000 on 
the promise that they would recover 
the Lindbergh baby. Means now is 
serving a 15-year term in Atlanta 
for swindling Mrs. McLean of $104,- 
000 under a similar promise. 

Federal officials who worked on the 
Lindbergh case listened to the tésti- 
mony and lifted their eyebrows skep- 
tically as Means said an attempt had 
been made on March 8, 1932, to de- 
liver the baby to Colonel Robert Gug- 


pgenheim, an intimate friend of Lind- 
rgh who lives here. Guggenheim re- 
fused to accept the baby, Means said. 
With his bald head shining under 
the lights and his heavy figure filling 
the same chair from which Lindbergh 
himself testified two days ago, Means 
casually tossed off the names of the 
great and near-great—former Presi- 
dent Harding, Andrew W. Mellon and 
Charles Gates Dawed The testimony 
rambled up and down the years since 

the World War.

Judge Edgar E.. Pomeroy, who first 
sentenced J.. D. Lee to death and 
then commuted the sentence to life im- 
prisonment, will be called by the de- 
fense this morning in the third day of 
Lee’s second trial on a charge of slay- 
ing Ben Lichtenstein to explain why 
he modified the verdict of the jury 
which required of Lee the supreme 
penalty. 

Arthur Powell, defense counsel, an- 
nounced late Thursday night that 
Judge Pomeroy would be called as a 
defense witness after Lee had made 
his unsworn statement to the jury, 
and his attorney had hinted that 
Judge Pomeroy had information about 
the case which caused him to commute 
the death sentence imposed by the 
verdict of the jury. 

State’s Attorney Ed A. Stephens 
rested the case for the prosecution 
late Thursday and immediately the 
defense began the introduction of a 
long list of witnesses, most of whom 
were called to show that the “death 
gun” used in the sensational 1931 
killing of the prominent Atlanta 
grocer had been tampered with since 
the first trial. After Lee’s death sen- 
tence, and commutation, he won a 
new trial on an appeal to the supreme 
court, 

In his statement to the jury, made 
from a chair placed close to the jury 
box, he stated that he would not deny 
being at the scene of the murder but 
stated he had nothing to do with it. 
He declared that he was parked out- 
side of the apartment and that Harry 
Kosnofsky, jointly indicted and now 
serving a life sentence, went inside. 
He declared that he heard a shot and 
that Kosnofsky ran out holding his 
mouth, which was bleeding, and urged 
him to “get away quick, hell has 
broken loose inside.” He said that 
when he found Kosnofsky was not 
shot he carried him home and then 
went home himself. He declared that 
he took Kosnofsky to the Litchten- 
stein apartment on Ponce de Leon to 
deliver whisky at Kosnofsky’s request. 

He told the jury that his real name 
is 8. H. Compton and that he gave a 
bogus name to prevent his 73-year-old 
mother from knowing of his plight. 
He said he wished to go home to Seat- 
tle, Wash., to his mother and a sister. 
“Gentlemen,” he ended his statement,

JAPANESE PLANES 


THREATEN PIPING 
Wilh DESTRUCTION 


Bombers Fly Over Chi- 
nese Cities Dropping 
Pamphlets Urging Ous- 
ter of General Chiang. 


PEIPING, China, May 12.—(Fri- 
day—(#)—Another unidentified air- 
plane flew over Peiping today scat- 
tering handbills similar to those drop- 
ped by a bombing plane, supposedly 
Japanese, yesterday, 

The aviator dropped leaflets ad- 
dressed to “fellow Asiatics” and 
warning that Peiping and its sister 
city of Tientsin, where about 2,500 
Americans live, would be besieged if 
the Chinese continued their defense 
of north China. 

Foreign communities in the two 
international treaty areas were not 
alarmed by the episode and were pur- 
suing their usual activities tonight, 
but this was the first real scare to 
the cities and emphasized to the na- 
tive population’ that the Japanese 
offensive, was pushing closer after get- 
ting control of several Lwan river 
cities. 

Diplomats stationed here said no 
protest against today’s flight were 
contemplated since the identity of the 
plane must first be proved. 

The leaflets warned Chinese “to 
cease opposing the Japanese and Man- 
chukuans, to break away from Mar- 
shal Chiang (the virtual dictator of 
the Chinese nationalist government at 
Nanking); or otherwise the tragedy 
of Kupeikow (a great wall pass that 
was seized several weeks ago by the 
Japanese with a great loss of life to 
both sides) will occur in Peiping and

Sales Levy Is Voted 
For North Carolina 


RALBIGH, N. C., May 11—(/)— 
North Carolina today joined the ranks 
of states that will rely upon a gen- 
eral. sales tax for needed revenues. 

With senate adoption of a free con- 
ference report, final legislation ap- 
proval was given the biennial revenue 
bill, the main feature of which isa 
three per cent tax on all retail sales, 
except for specified articles of food. 

The exemptions are meat, flour, 
milk, meal, lard, molasses, sugar and 
coffee. 

While not stipulated iu the act, leg- 
islators said it was the general as- 
sembly’s intention that the tax should 
be paid by consumers and not be ab- 
sorbed by dealers.

ADHERE TO ETHICS, 
DOCTORS ARE TOLD 


Association President 
Talks of Functions of 
State Health Board. 


MACON, Ga., May 11.—(#)—-Geor- 
gia doctors were urged to pay more 
attention to their county medical s0- 
cieties and to uphold the profession's 
ethical standards rigorously, in the 
annual address of the president, Dr. 
Marvin M. Head, of Zebulon, during 
this afternoon's session of the Medi- 
cal Association of Georgia. 

“T think I should say something 
about our state department of health,” 
said Dr. Head. “In the last few 


weeks, after a fight in the legis- 
lature, the « ent has been 
changed to the old state board of 


health with 14 members. It has func- 
tioned well under the director's man- 
agement, but has not done the work 
it would have, had it more appropria- 
tions, 

“I feel that the state board of 
health, in giving typhoid vaccine, 
diphtheria toxoid, etc., is doing that 
which it would not do if we doctors 
would take more interest in our prac- 
tice of medicine and in our communi- 
ty work. Really, the state board of 
health is doing its best—but are we 
doing our best? 

“We do not look after the typhoid 
vaccine, toxoid and smallpox vaccina- 
tions as we should, and then we worry 
about the state board of health doing 
it. Some one must act. I believe 
that all these matters could be better 
handled by the individual practi- 
tioner.” ; 

There were six technical topics dis- 
cussed during this afternoon’s session. 
The last scientific program is to be 
given Friday morning, and election of 
officers is scheduled for Friday after- 
noon. Dr. Head is to be succeeded as 
president by Dr. C. H. Richardson 
Jr.. of Macon, and a president-elect 
who will serve in 1934-1935 is to be 
elected. 

The trend has turned from special- 
ists to the old-style family doctor, 
members of the association were told 
today. Dr. J. Cox Wall, of Eastman, 
and other physicians discussed the 
subject during today’s session of their 
annual convention, The speakers said 
the family doctor is studying and ob- 
taining necessary facilities to give 
more adequate service to patients. 
They upheld the need for specialists 
but said in. many cases the family 
doctor should expand his knowledge 
and save patients’ pocketbooks as well 


their health. 
“2% C. F. Richardson Jr., of Ma- 


con, president-elect of the association, 
said people should not worry about 
cults and quacks for “nothing can sur- 
vive- that is not built upon a secure 
foundation.” 

Today’s program also included a 
paper on “The Management of Chronic 
Arthritis” by Dr. Guy J. Dillard, 
Columbus. Drs. Lawson Thornton, At- 
lanta, and P, 8S. Murray, Columbus, 
also discussed .the subject.

President Sanford, of the 
university, introduced him as “a man 
of conviction and courage and not a 
rubber — official.” Sanford said 
he did not always agree with the gov- 
ernor, but admired his erminafion. 

Talmadge discussed his refusal .to 
call the legislature in special session, 
and said that if members were called 
back “it might be the attractions 
would be so great they would stay 
there until snow falls.” 

Referring to economy moves within 


the state, he said “anyone you cut off 
is wrong and when you cut salaries 
those are the one they say should be 
raised,” ' 

He said that if the state and nation 
is “to get back on its feet we must 
stop the dole system.’’ He made no 
reference to re-organization plans for 
the university. 

After his address the governor left 
for Augusta, where he will deliver an 
address tomorrow.

How About 
Germany? 

The Manchester Guardian, great 
liberal journal, is the latest to be 
barred from entry into Germany be- 
cause its special correspondents in 
the reich insist that the terror and 
discrimination against Jews and lib- 
erals of all shades goes on unabated. 
That this is so is confirmed by scores 
‘of European newspapers who still 
have representatives in Germany.

I have. just come from Enschede 
on the German-Dutch frontier where 


official figures show 1,500 refugees 
to have crossed in the last two weeks. 
The Danish government reports whole 
trainloads of fugitives. Here in Liege, 
where these lines are written, it is 
the same thing. Thousands of refu- 
gees have passed through the forest 
of Verviers, which extends for miles 
on both sides of the Belgian and Ger- 
man frontiers. Reluctant though the 
refugees may to speak at all, I 
happened to hear a good deal of what 
they told the relief officers of the 
Religious Society of Friends, the 
Quakers, of their recent experiences 
and of the circumstances which led 
them to abandon home and posses- 
sions to seek asylum abroad. 

It is now an extremely risky busi< 
ness to try and leave Germany. The 
frontiers are heavily patrolled. Pass- 
ports have been called in. Nobody 
may leave. Nobody inside Germany 
may speak of what has taken place 
and what daily takes place. The op- 
pésitional press is proscribed. For- 
eign newspapers are barred. Home 
newspapers are not permitted to com- 
ment. Thought is put in the ban 
under the iron fist of the minister 
of enlightenment. Nothing is heard 
in the great German reich but the 
hoarse and hateful dialect of the 
nazis. Herr Hitler has awakened 
the German people, it is said, what 
is truer is that he has made a huge 
prison out of Germany.

SURGICAL FOGYISM PREVENTS 
PROGRESS. 


When earnest, studious physicians 
departed from old established lines 
and found they could obtain better 
results with less risk and misery for 
the patient by electro-surgical treat- 
ment of prostatic obstruction (bladder 
neck obstruction) and rendered a re- 
port of their work to the entire pro- 
fession last summer, the voice of Old- 
Fogyism was raised in the symposium 
to utter these sapient words about the 
new method: “What will be the ul- 
timate results? ... This valuable pro- 
cedure should not be undertaken by 
the unskilled. Prostatectomy (that 
means the old-fashioned way of re- 
moving the prostate or the obstruct- 
ing part of it—an operation that any 
man may well dread to undergo) is 
not an obsolete operation and merely 
a reminder of the past.” . 

Perhaps not, for patients who are 
willing to believe the old established 
methods are the best. Snaring and 
guillotining the tonsils is not quite ob- 
solete yet either, but notwithstanding 
the bitter resistance of Old-Fogyism 
in American medicine the diathermy 
method has made tremendoys gains 
and the more intelligent classes every- 
where are passing up the old Spanish 
custom and choosing this modern 
method when they wish to have their 
tonsils purloined, It is so much less 
formidable for the victim than having 
one’s tonsils removed by assault and 
battery. 

“This valuable procedure should not 
be undertaken by the unskilled.”” The 
very words the Old Fogy nose and 
throat specialists or their moythpiece 
used in their campaign to prevent the 
electro-surgery from gaining popular- 
ity in the nose and throat field. 

What procedure or method of treat- 
ment should be undertaken by the 
unskilled, I wonder? The truth is that 
lack of skill is the reason why the 
Old Fogies do not employ these mod- 


gling efforts, get bad results, and give 
up the attempt to adjust themselves 
to new ways. is is the essence of 
fogyism in medicine and surgery. 

Old-fashioned prostatectomy  im- 
poses greater suffering, risk of life, 
anxiety, prolonged convalescence, eco- 
nomic loss and financial hardship than 
does the modern electro-surgical treat- 
ment of bladder neck obstruction 
through the cystoscope.

“IGRY IN NEW YORK 


“Boom” Gathers Force in 
Four Quarters as Al 
Maintains Silence. 


NEW YORK,* May 11.—(P)—A 
move to draft Alfred E. Smith for 
mayor of America’s largest city gain- 
ed momentum in four quarters today. 

Meanwhile, the former governor 
himself took no move either to halt 
or to accelerate the clamor. 

A close friend, -however, explained 
that democracy’s presidential 
candidate is only lukewarm to the 
idea of becoming mayor; that he is 
interested at present in his business 
ventures, and that the shaving of his 
present income of about $100,000 a 
year tw the $25.000-a-year mayoralty 
salary would be a point to be con- 
sidered. 

It also was stated he definitely will 
wait for a considerable time—until 
the situation shapes up more clear- 
ly—before making any statement; 
that he would be available as a can- 
didate only under one of two sets of 
conditions, and that in either case he 
would enter the race only as a regu- 
lar Tammany organization nominee. 

The two situations are: If by 
chance New York were to get into a 
municipal financial tangle like Chica- 
go did, or if a powerful fusion move- 
ment for some anti-Tammany leader 
were to develop. 

But these facts failed to halt the 
spreading movement. 

Stickers reading “Draft Al Smith 
for Mayor” appeared on a vast num- 
ber of automobiles, trucks and taxi- 
cabs.

“would I have asked for a new trial 
if I was guilty? I ask you in the 
name of justice and right to give me 
my freedom.” 

Kosnofsky, in his testimony Wed- 
nesday, stated that he went to the 


apartment of Litchtenstein and that 
Lee was immediately behind him at 
the door. He rapped, he said, and 
when Litchtenstein opened the door 
he was struck in the mouth and lost 
two teeth. It was then a shot was 
fired, but Kosnofsky maintained that 
he did not know who fired it or 
where it came from. 

Lee, in his statement, charged that 
he was held at the jail without a 
chance to speak to his lawyer or 
anyone else, and charged that T. O. 
Sturdivant, chief of police, then a de- 
tective lieutenant investigating the 
murder, had falsified on the witness 
stand. He stated that Chief Sturdi- 
cant had done so in several instances, 
but named only one—in that the 
chief stated Lee had sent for him 
so that he could sign a statement. He 
denied that he sent for the chief. 

The state closed its testimony in 
midafternoon and the defense began 
its testimony which lasted through 
the night session.

Track and field teams representing 
four Atlanta colleges, Morris Brown, 
Morehouse, Spelman and Clark Uni- 
versity, and three high schools, David 
T. Howard Junior High, Booker T. 
Washington High and the Atlanta 
Laboratory school, expect to furnish 
strong competition for teams from 
other colleges and secondary schools 
throughout the country in the seventh 
annual Tuskegee relay carnival, which 
gets under way this afternoon in the 
Alabama city and will be concluded 
with the holding of the collegiate fi- 
nals Saturday afternoon.

Coach Baccarak Smith, one of 
the most highly rated prep track 
coaches in the south, led his strong 
David T. Howard Junior High squad 
over to the Alabama city Thursday 
afternoon, accompanied by e 
Washington High team, under the 
leadership of Coaches Baker and 
Faulkner, and the Spelman entry. 

Morris Brown, which made a good 
showing at the 1932 carnival, appears 
weaker this season, but this deficiency 
is more than counterbalanced by im- 
provement in the other Atlanta 
squads.
